1 . US POLICY WITH REGARD TO ARMS TRANSFERS TO SOMALIA IS 
BASICALLY AS FOLLOWS: 1 . PRIOR TO OGADEN FIGHTING AND IN 
ORDER TO ENCOURAGE SOMALI DISENGAGEMENT FROM SOVIETS, US 
AGREED IN PRINCIPLE TO PROVIDE DEFENSIVE ARMS TO FILL ANY 
GAPS IN SOMALIA’S DEFENSES OF ITS EXISTING TERRITORY; 2. 
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BECAUSE OF OBVIOUS SOMALI INVOLVEMENT IN OGADEN FIGHTING US 
IS DELAYING TRANSFER OF ANY MILITARY EQUIPMENT, ESPECIALLY 
ARMS. 3. US NOT RPT NOT DISCOURAGING TRANSFER OF NON-US
